Many  improvements  have  been  made  in  this  Still,  which  adapt  it 
better  to  pharmaceutical  wants  than  the  still  which  was  first  presented 
to  the  profession.

The  Still  shown  in  the  cut  is  the  NEW  FORM,  the  Still  body  holding  over 
three  gallons  ;  the  condenser  has  seven  straight  tubes  surrounded  with 
the  cold  water  introduced  by  a  rubber  tube  from  a  hydrant  or  bucket  of 
water  placed  higher  than  the  Still,  and  carried  off  as  it  becomes  warmed 
by  another  tube  as  indicated  by  the  arrows.  By  the  siphon  arrangement 
shown  in  the  cut,  it  is  possible  to  feed  the  Still  from  a  reservoir,  whilst 
distillation  is  in  progress,  thus  using  a  three-gallon  Still  where  a  much 
larger  one  would  have  been  necessary.
